IN THE COUNTRY OF BAIIKIOS. 

A Racy ScEcrlptioii uf Life in tiuiiteniala— Us 
Cities, Its Customs and Its People.

"yiiiViy f/,i<i;i//iim((/ /" irt asking 1110 a 
young (i iiateiii.iliaii lady, ullbiiiig to uio a 
aiiuill cigiiruUo. 

Si seiiora, cvu inncJiti ijiuto," 1 answer, 
accepting from the tiny brown lingers a 
narrow roll of tobacco enveloped in thin 
dark piipor. 

It la a ou.stoiii in (.'antral Ainuricu that 
in the train or in tho "diligonuiu" n follow 
traveler and eH]>eciiilly a lady ofl'ers to you 
soinethinL( to mnoko, nnd you do not duio 
to rehiau. In such 11 way an occasional »ic- 
(liiaiiitaiicu is made, hut only for the t^iino 
of tiiivcl. Arriving at your destination 
yon aro again iiorfoct stiangors to each 
other, until you are i)Vo|>erly intfo'lnceil. 
OI'cDUi'so 1 accoiited gladly Lhu kind invi- 
laLioii and in a gay coiiiiKiny of a few 
young ladies and geutleiiieii 1 left buhind 
nie San Jose du (Juatuuialu, the principal 
harbor of the first and the most import- 
ant of the Central American republics. 

San Joao is 11, bud harbor, or rather no 
harbor at nil ; for nature in that respect 
left Guutoniiilu far behind otlier republica 
of Central Aiiturica. The vessels have to 
land and uiil, nd their cargoes in open sea 
and it is very troiibleBunie for tho ]>a88en- 
gei'H to eliiiib the higli and iucoinniudiuus 
jiior. 

1 inu;it uioiitioii here that wo ar<! on thu 
I'acillc ciia.st of tlio ro|ml)lie, lor on tlie 
-Atlantic siue Ciuateiiiala [loa-sesae.-) a few 
uiinnnodious and deep harbors ite for in- 
stance Port Barrios and Isuibul. 
^,_A few Ikjii.mu.^ visible on tho sandy boacli 
of iS;m till Ouatoiuala, idso n railroad 
(/1.7m/ and iL lung pier. But bohitid tite 
beach .si relelirn a «iiiitll villiigo of bainlxjo, 
or rather covdIcm huts. The iii.-igiiilicoiit 
vegetation is iiiipnreiil- ever} wliere aiul 1 
behold with astoniahiiieiiL tlio luighcy 
cuiba, thu munuruli of all troe.s, the tail 
cocoanut tree laden with fruit, the 
ahadiiwy nuuigo, the graceful curica pa- 
paya, the curious uiiita-ptilo or kill-true, 
the giant lieiiis.-ui 1, tlio [irecidii.s iii;iliogany 
and iiiiiny otiioi- [iliiiit.s, aa fur inataiieo 
tilandaiio with goigomia tlowera. A broad 
green j)hiiii .siii ti lies itself far in the in- 
terior, covered aliiuist to the edge of tlio 
ocean with tiopiual vegetation, and furth- 
er on tho horizon we see the giant chain 
of the Andes with two conical peaks of 
volcanoes, Del .Agn.i and Del Fiiugo, near- 
ly fourteeii tliixi-s.-iiKl feet high. 

t.'nder the gluwiiig sun, reposing on thu 
nicka or 011 llu- lii-aiielies of trees are visi 
lile largo ignaniis, saurian roptilea, with 
Idii.; taiLs rtiiiJ lii!:ird-liku form. Thu whole 
length of their bnoka is adorned with » 
row of jiointed scales mid their meat ises- 
teeiiieii n iiiust delicious article of food by 
the iialiveH. On the roofs of the lioii.ses 
and also walkin ; on tlu^ slroets we roiiiark 
the black ami dirty tinkev-buz/.iirda (co- 
</i((;7«.i (iifiMj which in all Sp.iiiish Ameri- 
can countries perform the duty o£ scaveii- 
gora. lb ia prohibited to kill them aiid 
tliey are idinost dmnesttcnted. 

Crowds of brown children having for 
Jill dress soinhroros 011 heail and "puro" in 
mouth linger tiroiiiKl oiir train uiid regard 
us with curiosity, and here and Ihuru old 
women try to sell their magnilicorit or- 
anges and ripu golden bananas. The 
Citi.-itomalian suldiur dreaeed in light blue 
uniform traverses thu piatforiu and a 
Htout, short Indian of thu plains trie,4 It 
bargain for a cheap ticket for the iuteri- 

But now wo hear the shrill whistle c,>f 
the locomotive ami in n fei,' minutes tha 
train carries us over tietra callenU Uy- 
wards the visiblu p>>ak8 of tlio Andes. 
The atmosphere in as hot ns n burning 
furnace nnd tho air heavy with odor of 
the llowers. (.)ii every step we sou piaiita- 
tiona orlincaa of coli'eo, tobacco and augnr- 
cano and when wo reach Fai[uintla, a COM- 
sidcrahlu town, wi; are in tha centre of 
the coiiee uiid tobacco tradu. 

At Esquintla, or Esouinthv, the hot re- 
gion or so-cfilleil imra calknfe ends and we 
proceed now upw;ird.4. The country bo- 
coniea a luliyrLiilh of rocks, ravines, pro- 
cipiees and nioinit aiiioiiH atreania .as if the 
Tit.-iiis of <dil 1 1 cllas were at, work here. 
With aacoui.shineiit wr- regiu-d the mag- 
nificent scenery, radiant with the beauty uf 
the tropics, astounding in its unequalcd 
grandeur, bev-ilduHiig in its stupendous 
dimensions, terrilih; as Dante's Inferno. 
(Jrcat, niiglil}' peakH a|)peur right nnd left, 
befijre timl lielimd us, their slopes cover- 
ed with a siiveiy Incu of mist, so that/ it 
soeuis as if they were half in the skies 
and half on the earth. Here and there 
they glisten in the warm rays of the sun, 
then again oiip gnze descends in the dark 
gloomy canyi iHH, horrible to heliohl, yet 
fiiscinating in their higiihrions aspect. 
And above all, high in tiie skie.s, tower 
two iiiiniunso volcaiios, clad in a rich robe 
of emerald, looking like two giants, and 
put there by the etornal hand of Nature. 
Verily the countiy is such as to dream of, 
to paint it, or to sing its praise in the 
niohidioiis language of Cerv,tutes iind Cal- 
doron de la B.irea. 

Liko a Hwalloiv's neat Hie city of Aina- 
titlun hangs in tiio.ie nioiintnins on the 
shores of a hirge fresh water Inke. The 
city has about fifteen thousand inhabit- 
ants, mostly Indians and Mestizoes. It 
has Home line buildings and uii old cfitho- 
dral, though as a nilo the atreota am nar- 
row and the hoiise.s low on accoinit (d' very 
freipient eartliquakes. From thiH jilacc 
the railroad goes for some time uiiwiirds 
and then we leiivo the mountains heliiiid 
us and we enter a mugniticeub and fertile 
plain, on wfaiob wehohold the fair «|ueuii 
ofidl cities of Centrid America — the city of 
( jualeiiiala. 

The city ile.serves its iiaiiie. Tlie sireett; 
are broad and clean, the tramways run in 
all directions, the jiublic buildings and 
some private housos aro magiiiliceiit. 'I'he 
cit^ is ^roud of its theatre, its cathedral, 
umversity'i-'inedioal school and its jittluciu 
nacimial. The ninrkot, an iinnienao rec- 
tangular striictiin^, could oven m;ike a 
fair show in London or New York. Thn 
police service is ujtcellent and coiiaidored 
to bo the best in the world, the sl reeiM 
are full of aiuart lool;iiig soldiers, mid the 
fort "Castillo San Jose" constructed on a 
nioderii jiIiMi, watches over tho security of 
the city. 

The lioiiHOB of (J.inteinahi, as mostly 
everywhere ill .Spanish A nierica, are low 
and contain in the middle an ojien apace, 
or so-called ptii'm. 'V\\o )Hdui is usually 
ornamented with lloweia, fountains and 
statues. The win Iowa of tho li(juse.'4 aro 
almost in all cases witlmut glass but are 
protected by strong iron bars. Behind 
those bars woeiui see the fair and dark c;yed 
sfiiDtHas, for Ihoy spend inostlj' all of 
their time in these windows. I lore also 
goes the courtship 011, and we can see very 
often a gay enhallv.m. a« he leans towards 
the window, pluys the guitar and aiiigs;

Only n few years ago the city of (itiiUe- 
niala was tho oajiitiil of the late president, 
or rather dictator, general .Jnsto Rulino 
Barrios. This ruinarknblo man posscsacd 
all tho virtues mid all the vices i.f tho 
Spaiiish-Indiiiii raeu. Ho was bravo liko 
Bayard, nmnilicuiit liko Soliiiian the 
Great, cruel liko Louis X/. or Philip 1.1, 
cunning like Napuleun III, Friend uf tiie 



people, he crushed tho haughty ariato- 
cracy and insolent clergy of the republic. 
Under his rule was completed the lirat 
railivay from San .lose de (iuatemala to 
the capital ••iiid other line piujiosed to thu 
.\iiiatiiiiie gulf on tho Athintie. Vietorimis 
on the field of battle, ho covered with 
glory the (Jiialem.diaii anna, and through 
a jiidieioLiM ;ystein of law ho gained oven 
the admiration of his enemies. In the be- 
ginning of J8a5 ho tried, through sword, 
to accomplish tho union of all Central 
Aniericiiii states, and found his death like 
a hero .111 the liloody Hold of Uhalchuapa. 
Witli Ilia ileath the federation of Central 
.Vnieric'i is post-ponod to an indelinito 
lieriod. 

(inatuiiiala liaa more liuliiin popidatioii 
than any other republic in Central 
rVnioricii. In fact there are 700, (X)0 In- 
dians, thnt is one-half of the total popula- 
tion. T(jwards Yucatan, mi tho trauma- 
ciiita, dwell Ijacandoiies, a wild tribe of 
Indiana, ami in their territory aro found 
tho ruins (jf immense cities of the 'I'oltecs, 
that riiiiiarkable and mysterious people 
whoso origin ia unknown and w ho, for a 
long tiniu yet, will remain a puiizle to the 
arcliuologiats and explorers. 

Besides the caiiital tlioro aro many 
other cities of importanee in the republic, 
as for ilistanco, .Antigua or Old (luateinala, 
(Juezaltenango, in the coU'ee district of the 
north, .Amalitlaii, Allan and Cohan, a 
rich anil h\'oly liulian town. (Juatomala 
exports many jiroducts and t'spccially 
coltee, sugiir, toliaceo, cochineal, indigo, 
snrsaparilla, precious wood, and hides. 
There are over 100 varieties of timber 
trees in the republic, and also cocoa, 
aloes, rhnh.arh, vanilla, castor oil tri;e, 
ipecacuanha and' colocyiilli. 'juel/.al, a 
magniliceiit bird of splendid plumage with 
metallic lustre, ia a symbolic emblem of 
(Juateniahi, and is called the Liberty Bird. 
Tho postfige stamps aro adorned with this 
bird. 

Tho first conqueror of Ouatennda wtia 
Pedro Alvarado, "'I'lie Child of tho Sun," 
tho liiiivest besides .Sandoval, but also the 
most cruel of Cortes' followers. After liOO 
years of Spanish dominion the country bo- 
caiiio ijidepondent, and from 1827 to 1851 
was controlled by Salvador and Honduras. 
Rafael Carrera,au Indian without any edu- 
cation and a cowboy, but a man of vigor 
and resources, with the aupjioit of the 
clerical |iarty, dcfeateil the allies and de- 
chired himself presidunt and dictator. Ho 
was succeeded by tyrant Cerna, under 
whoso rule the revolution broke out 
•nd tiie insurgents led by the brothers 
Munonde'/. and Justo Rufino Barrios 
were everywhere victorious. Cerna fled, 
and in 1872 Barrios hecamo an alsoluto 
rulur over the fairest and most proniitieut 
renuhlic (jf Central America. Since thu 
battle of Clialchuapa where Barrios waa 
killed, the reimblic ia again in a chaotic 
conditiun, though the new president, 
BurilloB,' tries his best to brine; it again in 
tne path of prosperity. 

EMESGINCh FBOM HBR LOMG SLEEP. 

The Beinarkable Trance ot Laura Webstsr ot 
San Francisco. 

San Fn.xNci.sco, Feb. 27. —Laura Web- 
ster, who has for the post throe months 
and a half been lying in a death-like cata- 
leptic trance, is beginnuig to emerge from 
her long slumbet. She is gradually gett- 
ing brighter, but tho return is so very 
gradual that tiioso who are about her can 
scarcely notice an advance. Two weeks 
ago she surprisijd her tittondants with lui 
intolligiblo sentence about her food, tho 
first connected remark slie has made since 
her first attack.

Mr. H. B. Wllby. a Pioneer Resident of Esqui- 
ual^ Oles at Oporto, f ortueal. 

The sad intelligence of the demise of 
Mr. 11. E. Wilhy, for many years a resi- 
dent of Esciuinialt, at Oporto, Portugal, 
on February i)th, waa received yesterday. 
Deceased left this city on the Ist Ueceni- 
ber last, going v'ui San Francisco. .Un 
the steamer lie met with an accident, fall- 
ing on his head, which was injured to 
such an extent as to render him insensible 
for Bomo time. He proceeded to York- 
shire, England, his native place, and after 
passing a few days there went to O[)orl(j, 
where he Imd passcHl the beat part of his 
early life.

FOUR CASES OF 0P1U3L 

A sunlit Fuss on the Sound Alinut the Faclt- 
a^es Ulieharged froui tiio Premier— 
Suspicious Circumstances. 

Says the Seattle I'nsl-I nteUujeiiCKr: W. 
I). Hughes, travelling [lassoiiger agent (.if 
tho C.P.R., and E. W. Mct^iiiiiis, pas- 
senger and freight agent, a few days ago 
went to Deputy Colluc or of Customs 
Winslow of this city and said that twelve 
jtackagefl of freight troin China had been 
wrongly ahijiped frmii \"uncouver and 
wore now in Seattle. They wanted the 
packages returned to Vancouver as they 
wore conaigned to a Krin in San Francisco. 
Th.ero were six packages of rice, two live- 
gallon jars of China sanco, and four cases 
of v\ hat is now said to have been opium. 
Messrs. Hughes and McUiiinis were au- 
thorized to tiike the twelve packages away 
to Vanconvor. About November 1st last 
the steamer Premier^ dumped on the dock 
at her landing in Seattle twelve packages. 
None of the packages boro a Se.ittlo mark. 
The customs inspector on tho Premier was 
Frank Boyd. Just how it came that 
those packages ahould have boeii dia- 
charged in this city, no one has been able 
to tell. Deputy Collector Whialow, In- 
spector Roj^ers and-Inspeotor Boyd knew, 
it appears, that those twelve packages 
wore in the warehouse and that they were 
wrongly shipped, and, also that they boro 
the marks above indicated. Of course as 
they were wrongly shipped there was no 
manifest for tho twelve packages. Do- 

Euty Collector Winslow says that be saw 
y the marks that the packages had been 
wrongly shipped, and he thougiit the best 
thing to do was to hold them until some 
inquiry was made for the lost packages. 
Tho packages lay loossly about the ware- 
house and no one paid serious attention 
to them for about six weeks after they 
were discharged from the Premier. 

About the ' middle of December stmie 
one, it is notknowii who it was, thought 
that these packages should be forwarded 
to Tacoma, as some consigniiieiit to that 
l;own may have been short that number. 
So the twelve packages were piled into 
tho Premier again and taken to Tacoma. 
The packages lay in the Northern Pacific 
warehouse until represeptativeB -of .that 
company sent a protest to the Premier 
jieople to take the packages away. About 
the middle of .January Inspector Boyd had 
them brought back to .Seattle. Just why 
this waa done no one appears to know, as 
it had already been determined that the 
packages were not intended for Seattle. 
On the contrary, the marks on tlieiii 
plainly showed that they wore intended 
for San Francisco. By the time they 
were returned a locker had been con- 
structed in the warohouie where the Pre- 
mier discliargis her freight and the twelve 
packages were locked up. Then ivlioii 
Messrs. Hughes and Mcliinnia appeared 
and claimed the goods on tho part of tho 
Canadian Pacific company the uackages 
wore examined. One was sampled and 
found to be prepared opium. The others 
wore superficially examined and pro- 
nounced as containing cans of nut oil, 

EiKjuiries were made and tho question 
was, how did those packages get aboard 
the Premier without Inspector Boyd sx- 
auiining them 1 This query was answered 
by the statement that an ocean steamer 
was loading at the same time us the 
Premier ana that the freight got mixed. 
How did it come that those twelve 
pickagea were discliarged at Setittle, when 
they bore no Seattle marks i Why w ere 
they shijipod to T^^coma when no rcipieat 
svaa made for the packages ? Why were 
not tho packages immediately slii{iped 
back to Port Towhsend, at least? After 
they had been refused at Tacoma, why 
were the puckagoa again diaclinrged at 
.Seattle, when it was known that they were 
not intended for that point t After be- 
ing discharged a second time at Seattle, 
why did they lie there until accredited 
agents hunted thoin up and took them 
away?" ' 

THE OPlUiM RING. 

A Sail Francisco Fapor Sends a Frivato Com- 
missioner to this Olty and the Bpnnd— 
Ue Learns a Great Deal Abbiit 
Opium Smugellng:.. 

San Francisco, March 3.— Tho 'Emm- 
ine.r which a fow weeks ago so fearlessly 
expoaeii the operations of the opium ring 
and tliO proiuineiit iiien in connection 
with it, ajipears this morning with nearly 
six columns giving the details of tho in- 
vestigation by its special cuuiniissioner of 
the doings of the ring at Portland, Taco- 
ma, Seattle, Port Townsoiid and Victoria. 
The invoatigfttioii shows that tho main 
holly of the ring has its headiinarter."! at 
A'ictoria and that jiliable agents hold po- 
aitioiifl in tho govorinnont service at .Seat- 
tle and Port 'I'ownsend. Collector Ahfi 
ham at Portland is credited with stating 
to the commissioner that he was satisfieil 
that Tacoma and Seattle are used by 
ainiigglors for getting their goods into the 
country duty free, as t-liey oiler iiiirivallud 
facilities for eiitVHiice of Hchnoiiiirs ami 
amall craft. At Sonttlu it waa staled that 
there is a banker at Port Towiiaeud to 
whom are attached grave suspicions that 
he is engaged in smuggling opium 
on a gigantic soido. The bank is merely 
conducted as a blind. At Victoria a list 
of 12 linns engaged in tho pro])arHtioii^ of 
opium was securad. They aro all Cliinoso 
and not one of their names apjieiu-ed 
up in tho records of the custom house as 
exporters of thu drug. Tho commissioner 
learned that a man named 0. S, .Inslyn 
was tho leader of the ring at Victoria. 
Presenting himaolf to .loslyn ho told him 
ho had a lot of opium he desired to have 
smuggled into the United Status, and 
eiuiuired which would ho tho aafest route. 
Mentioning the Canadian Pacific, .loslyn 
replied: "1 wouldn't do that if I was 
you. The arrest uf Qurdiner, my part- 



ner, has caused lots of trouble, and they 
aro watching the border too carefully." 

" How about taking it down tha coast to 
.San Francisco," asked tho coiiniiissioner. 
"'I'hat waa a good route before Fogarty 
let himaolf get caught," said Joslyn, "but 
with him in trouble there, and Gardiner 
arrested back east I'm afraid tho Sound 
is the only i-outeopen to us. There's — to 
pay all around."

THE PARKES SMELTING PROCESS. 

A method of treating the concentrated 
pyritic products obtained ii. the working 
of gold and silver bearing ([uartz has lately 
been jierfccted by Mr. Alexander Parkos, 
the well known inventor of tho process of 
desilveriiig lead by means of zink, which 
has now almost entirely replaced the Pat- 
tinaon process both in Europe and Amer- 
ica. These concentrates, which iven in 
their most enriched forms are very silice- 
ous, contain iron pyrites and other sul- 
phidos and arsenides so intimately asso- 
ciated with the gold and tlie silver that 
they can as a rule wnly bo vary imperfect- 
ly reduced by aniidganiation, even after 
undergoing a preliminary calcination. 
Mr. Parkes proposes to treat them by a 
concentrating fusion|resainbliiig tho Swan- 
sea coarse metal proceaa, for which pur- 
pose they aro tluxed in a roverboratory 
furnace, without previous calcination, 
with a mixture of forric oxide, lime, 
sul|)liate of soda, fionr spar, and 
carbon, the ore and Uuxes being finely 
reduced and intimately mixed. The 
charge is completely molted in aliout three 
hours and a liidf, giving as products slag 
and regulua. The latter, which is exceed- 
ingly fluid, is essentially ferrous sulphide, 
and containa practically tho whole of tho 
valuable contenta of the ore, while the 
slag, from the diversity of the fluxes em- 
ployed, being coiiiiiarativoly low density, 
and fusing easily, is sufliciently free from 
intoraperaed regulus to he regarded aa 
clean, and may be thrown away. The 
regulus contains a siii.all (quantity of aulp- 
liide of sodium, and fulls to powder when 
damped with water, in which stato it is 
subjected to a partial calcination until 
about half the sulphur is expelled, when 
it is run down with load in order to col- 
lect tho gidd and silver for cupollation. 
The latter stages of the |)idcesB may, how- 
ever, be varied according to circumstances; 
tho essence of the method being the re- 
tention of tho whole of the original 
sulphur in the material, and uti- 
lising it as a . vehicle for the 
Collection of tho inotallio contents, in 
stead of getting rid of it by a preliminary 
calcination. The Loudon Unyinonr says: 
Tho ]iroces8 has been carried on oxperi- 
moiilally for sonio tiino at East GreOn- 
wich, whore a large number of samplos of 
refractory concentrates from many of tho 
principal. gold and silver producing locali- 
ties in America and Australia have been 
treated with considerable success, the as 
says of tho slags made by Messrs, John- 
son, Matthoy & Co. showing that very 
complete seiiaration has been oft'octed in 
most cases. The first practical trials <if the 
method are to bo inndo in Now Zealand 
under the personal supervision of the 
Veteran inventor, now in his 74th year, 
who sails for that colony shortly.

ONTARIO. 

Walker Bros, it Co., Hamilton, have 
asaigned. It is said the assignment will 
bo but temporary. 

Thu stores owned by A. W. C. Emory 
and W. B. Hutton, Winghani,were burned.

The stock of W:. J. MoMaater & Co., 
Toronto, wholesale dry goods, who lately 
failed, was sold privately to another 'firm 
for a lump sum. 

West Bliddlesex Reformers have selec- 
ted Mr. George C. Elliot, ox-reeve of 
Ekfrid, as their candidate in the coniing 
election for the Commons. 

Twenty-two hotel keepers, charged with 
violation of tho Scott Act, pleaded guilty 
at St. Thomas. Twenty were lined §100 
and costs for the second offonco, and two 
fined $50 and costs for the first oH'once. 

In tho supremo court appeals to unseat 
Coulombe (Maakinonge), Guutliier (L'As- 
somption), Casgrsin (L'islet), and Lange- 
lier (Montmorency), wore dismissed with 
costs, tho court holding it iiad no juris- 
diction. The appeals were against the 
six months' hoist.

They were brought before 
the policjS magistrate and remanded. 

NOVA .SCOTIA.

GEN. SHERIDAN'S DIETHPLACE. 

General Phil. Sheridan wen a brilliant 
unnie in the war of the rebellion, and it is 
juite natural, in view of the popularity of 
generals as presidential candidates, that he 
should bo thought of in that connexion. 
Many of his friends hoped and of his 
enemies feared that he might be nomina- 
ted at the coming Republican national 
convention. It was known that he does 
not now, and never was known to aspire 
t» that honor. But his admirers hoped 
that hi* objection to a uominalioii might 
be overcome, and on the other side no 
time was lost in danniging his prospects. 
Tho cry was raised tlnit he was not a 
natural born citizen of the United States, 
and hence not eligible. On this point 
direct testimony was oUered, through the 
press, that General Sheridan was born in 
Ireland. . It is alleged that he himself 
states that he waa born in Albany, New 
York, Tho goiiorul was present on the oc- 
casion of his own birth, no doubt, but liko 
so many other distinguished men, waa born 
when he was very young, and his memory 
of the then facts are not to bo relied ujion. 
His mother, who ia now a lady of 8G 
years, sttitea that ho waa born in Somer- 
set, Ohio, on Gth March, IS.'il, The ovi- 
donc'e that ho was bom in Irolond rests 
upon tho statement of a Mr. McCabo, tho 
general's cousin. The burden of testi- 
mony, notwithstanding its contradictory 
character, seems to confirm tho belief that 
ho is a born citizen of I ho Lfnited States. 
.So much fairly settled aa to his eligibility 
the general comes to the front with a 
p(nnt-blank refusal to be nominated. 
There is no mistaking his meaning w hen 
ho says: "There ia nothing that could in- 
duce ms to leave the jirofession in which 
nearly forty years of my life have boon 
spent, to enter upon a civil career, so all 
talk about my hehig a candidate may as 
well end." He further stated that if 
nominated by the convention he would 
refuse. There will not, therefore, be any 
further necessity for attempting to solve 
tho mystery Of Ids birthplace.

Tho cuiicossKin of 
lliS riglili of American fishing vessels to 
enter Canadian ports, and to oiiji.y Lliuio 
the Bame privUeges which aro accDrded to 
Canadian vessels in American harbors, is 
deferred to such timo as tho Ainoricaii 
puoplo may see lit to give Canada free 
trade in liah. The luakeis of tho treaty 
seoiu to have had faith that the era of free 
trade in lisli would bugiii iusido of two 
years, for in the protocol tlioy provide an 
unangenientgood for two years, by which, 
while we are getting ready, tq give Caiia- 
<la free trade in fish, we niay j.purohase at 
an exorbitant and prohibitory .rate tho 
trading facilitios which we have claimed 
as a right. In other wonia, the treaty 
.saya to tho Anioriciui lialiormeii: NVait 
till thu glorious day wliun your Ainovican 
industry diea for lack of protection, and 
then wu will grant all that you olaiin. 
But this is precisely what Canada's posi- 
tion has been all along, and therefore the 
treaty does not settle the main i>oiiit of 
controversy, but- niurcly postponoa it in 
thu interest of the free trado niDvenieiit. 
I'licrc is no doubt, linally, tluit the ratili- 
cation of the treaty would roniovo tho 
t'rictiou botwoen the two governniouts and 
promote harmonious rohitiona with our 
neighbors across the Canadian border. 
But it must bo remembered that in intor- 
nntional relations peace can always be 
had at the price of surrender.

THE EMPIRE, 



THE COLONIES AND 

^tucll has been said and written of thu 
relations of (ireat Britain to hor colonies, 
and thuro have been somo changes of .sen- 
linient in the mother country upon that 
subject. There was some 200 yours ago a 
school of politicians in " England who 
looked upon the outlying dependuiicien of 
the empire as a useless burden which did 
not contribute to the strength or grandeur 
of the nation. It was in tiiu nature of 
things'iinpossiblo that this view should 
become general. The cominou senso of 
nio.st people would teach them that di- 
vuated of India, Canada, Australisi and 
thu othur colonics and dependencies tho 
British Empire must sink to a second-rate 
position among the great powers of the 
world. Her vast territories would in 
such case shrink from their world-wide 
proportions to the little islands of the 
Northern sea; her population in like man- 
ner from nearly 300 millions to 35 mil- 
lions. With her coltmies she must loao 
her outposts, coaling stations and strong- 
holds necessary to enable her fleets to 
protect her commerce. In fact, no 
such cnmploto loas of .preMiije and power 
lias ever come suddenly to a great 
nation as would happen to Great 
Britain if suddenly stripped of her [)ob- 
sessions beyond the seas; So in the na- 
ture of things , the... momeutary crazo of 
voluntary disintegration has given way 
to the . common sense conviction that 
■'%iSt6ii&'mu8t hold their own'' in every 
quarter of tho globe. But the craze had 
never soriously infected the ruling centre 
of tho empire. The policy of successive 
governments has been aucceaaive ae«|ui8i- 
tions of territory and population, and the 
disposition to ropreaa with the full furcu 
of tho empire any attack upon tho rouiot- 
eat of her poB.soasions or boundaries. Thu 
ruling spirit of Briti«l\. statoamansUip to- 
day is to draw closer, together^ and unite 
with stronger ties this- various' portions of 
the empir;e,,. Sfceamships, railways and 
electric toiegrapli, cables have done much 
to this end, and the general prevalence of 
a British sentiment throughout the cohjn- 
iea and dependencies is as marled to-d,jy 
as ever before. A loading article in a 
recent isauu of tho London Sianditrd well 
oxpres.-ius thu regnant fueling at liouie and 
beyond the sea in this regard. We cjuoto: 
. .It „i8i.nq longer the pustom of English 
statesmen to point out to tho colonists, 
with noedless emphasis, that if they 
would like to part company. with us they 
Hto (luite at hberty to do so. It is cur- 
ious LO read the argument in wliicli tliu 
historian gravely points out that on the 
whole there is a good deal to bo said in 
favdr of "n'rti lotting Australia, Canada and 
' Now Zealand drift away. No one iieedo 
to bo convinced of that new. ^Ye have 
luarnud moro of our own wealciiesn, and 
wo do not look on our military, ccoiioinic, 
and industrial position with the same 
oyos as in 18()U. Kiiglialimou are pre^ 
pared to believe that if their country i.s 
to ^ e6htinue ' to bo the groatost . nation of 
the world, it must be not merely by her 
own strength, but as the centre and 
nucleus (jf a mighty naval confederacy 
which baa its harliiiiB in ovoiy aeu, tiiie 
its ae.its in all tliu live quaiterrt of tin 
world. And the cidonicj have added tci 
their old sontiniont of loyalty towHtda the 
inbther country, the conviction that their 
bi^sf interests lie in riamaiuinf; iriembera 
of a great empire, rather thiin in strivliig 
after a perilous isolation; 



SIR .JOHN'S SPEECH.
